Population  estimated  to  middle  of  year — 7046. 
Area — 1905  acres  of  land  and  74  acres  of  water. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members, 
Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  December,  31st  1906. 

Births. 

During  the  year  171  births  were  registered, 
86  boys  and  85  girls.  Five  of  the  children  were 
illegitimate. 

The  birth  Rate  was  24.2  per  1,000;  this  is 
higher  than  the  preceding  year,  but  2.6  per  1,000 
below  the  preceding  ten  years’  average. 


Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the 
district  was  77  ;  to  these  must  be  added  i  death  in 
a  London  Hospital,  and  2  deaths  in  the  Middlesex 
County  Asylum,  making  a  total  of  80  deaths  of 
persons  belonging  to  the  district. 

The  death  Rate  was  11.3,  fractionally  more 
than  last  year  ;  but  under  the  previous  ten  years’ 
average.  A  large  proportion,  viz.,  25,  of  the  deaths 
was  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  this  is 
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partly  accounted  for  by  the  great  heat  in  August 
causing  a  severe  outbreak  of  diarrhoea  amongst 
children. 

The  distribution  of  deaths  according  to  age 
is  as  follows —

Comparing  the  171  births  with  the  25  deaths 
under  one  year  of  age,  gives  an  infantile  death  rate 
of  146  per  1,000  births  registered,  which  is  con¬ 
siderably  above  the  average,  though  it  was  exceeded 
twice  in  the  preceding  ten  years. 

The  deaths  include  4  from  cancer,  2  from 
heart  disease,  4  from  accidents,  9  from  pneumonia 
and  bronchitis,  and  9  from  phthisis  and  other 
tubercular  diseases. 

Zymotic  Diseases. 

Eleven  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  noti¬ 
fied  during  the  year:  6  cases  of  diphtheria,  2  of 
erysipelas  and  3  of  scarlet  fever ;  there  were  two 
deaths  in  this  series,  both  from  diphtheria. 

During  the  past  three  years  the  number  of 
cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  have  been  very 
few  and  in  this  respect  we  compare  very  favourably 
with  the  other  parishes  in  the  neighbourhood. 
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Adding  lo  deaths  from  epidemic  diarrhoea  to  the 
2  deaths  recorded  above,  gives  a  total  of  12  deaths 
from  the  principal  zymotic  diseases. 

The  zymotic  death  rate  was  1.7  per  1,000. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  chicken  pox 
amongst  the  children  attending  the  Wyatt  and 
Stanwell  Road  Schools,  the  Whitsuntide  holidays 
were  extended  a  week. 


Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation 
in  the  District. 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation 
in  the  district,  except  for  small  pox  patients. 

There  is  a  prospect  of  a  Hospital  being  erected 
by  the  Staines  Rural  District  Council  in  the  near 
future,  to  which  we  might  send  infectious  cases 
by  arrangement. 

Methods  of  Disinfection. 

Infected  Rooms  are  disinfected  by  Sulphurous 
acid.  We  have  no  Steam  apparatus  for  disin¬ 
fecting  bedding. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances 
and  Administration. 

Houses  and  Housing  Accommodation. — 2  cases 
of  overcrowding  have  been  dealt  with  during  the 

o  o 

year  ;  these  are  due  more  to  poverty  and  a  desire 
to  save  rent,  than  the  want  of  sufficient  cottages. 
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Housing  of  the  Working  C/asses— Generally  speaking 
the  working  classes  are  comfortably  housed.  There 
are  however  some  old  cottages,  several  of  which 
are  built  of  wood,  which  do  not  come  up  to  modern 
requirements  ;  they  attract  a  poor  class  of  tenant 
by  reason  of  the  lowness  of  the  rents. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — There  is  one  on  the 
Register.  The  proprietor  has  been  cautioned  about 
attention  to  cleanliness.  Ventilators  have  been 
fixed  in  the  rooms. 


Caravans. — Many  come  into  the  Town  during 
the  year  in  connection  with  fairs  and  shows. 
They  are  usually  well  kept  and  give  no  trouble. 

Water  Suppiy. — 96  per  cent,  of  the  houses  are 
supplied  by  the  South  West  Suburban  Water  Co. 
Eight  new  wells  were  sunk  during  the  year. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposai.— 95  per  cent,  of 
the  houses  drain  into  the  sewers.  The  sewage  is 
treated  at  West  Bedfont  by  being  sprinkled  on 
filter  beds  after  precipitation  in  tank.  A  good 
effluent  is  obtained  which  runs  into  the  river  Ash. 

During  the  year  eleven  new  water  closets 
were  constructed  and  water  closets  were  sub¬ 
stituted  for  dry  receptacles  in  four  cases.  The 
percentage  of  houses  provided  with  water  closets 
is  85. 

Siaughter  Houses. — Are  three  in  number. 
There  have  been  no  contraventions  of  the 
Bye-Laws.

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Miikshops. — There  are  13 
cow-sheds  and  15  dairies  and  miikshops  on  the 
register,  and  these  have  all  been  inspected 
frequently ;  in  4  cases  improved  drainage  was 
ordered  to  be  provided  to  cowsheds.  In  the  summer 
I  caused  to  be  distributed,  notices  from  the 
Middlesex  County  Council,  warning  all  milk  sellers 
against  adding  preservatives  to  the  milk.  One 
milk  seller  was  prosecuted  by  the  Inspector  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  for  selling  milk  contain¬ 
ing  Boracic  acid. 

Offensive  Trades. — Under  this  heading  is  in¬ 
cluded  I  candle  factory — the  smell  of  the  fat  is 
sometimes  very  objectionable  in  hot  weather. 

House  Refuse,  —  Is  collected  weekly  in  Sanitary 
Dust  Bins. 

Mortuary  Accommodation. — Is  provided  and  is 
sufficient  for  all  requirements. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 

There  are  25  factories,  47  workshops,  ig 
domestic  workshops,  and  12  bakehouses  on  the 
Register,  a  total  of  103  registered  workshops. 

There  has  been  24  inspections,  6  defects  were 
found  and  remedied  :  3  of  these  being  breaches  of 
sanitary  requirements  for  bakehouses. 

Two  notices  were  received  from  H.M. 
Inspector  of  matters  remediable  under’the  Public 
Health  Acts,  such  as  want  of  ventilation.  These 
were  attended  to. 

No  lists  of  outworkers  were  received  during 
the  year. 
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Meteorological  Report. 

I  append  a  record  of  the  Rainfall  kept  by 
Mr,  Charles  Ashby,  which  shews  that  the  total 
amount  of  rain  was  25.58  inches.  The  wettest 
months  were  January,  and  October,  in  each  of 
which  more  than  4  inches  of  ram  fell.
